OTTAWA, March 17—-Some jmport- 
ant modifications in the new taxation 
proposals of the government were an- 
nounced by Hon. W. T. White today 
when they were taken up in commit- 
tee The modifications applied both 
to the tariff increases and the dlrect 
taxes oati{ned in the budget speech. 
The tariff resplution with the amend- 
ments were reported by the commit-

The tariff changes place wild edi-

LONDON, Mareh 17.—The British 
government intends to take over con- 
trol of the factories in England for 
the production of war material, This 
announcement was made today by 
Lloyd-George, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, at a conference of labor 
leaders, the representatives of various 
industries, and the committee of im- 
perial defenve. 

In an address appealing for an in- 
crease in the output of war material, 
the chancellor gaid 

“Recent battles have 
the tremendouk eoneentration 
tillery fire recently——the greatest 
which has been witnessed upon any 
given point during the whole war 
not only has ensured success but has 
saved the lives of soldiers who made 
the attacks. Therefore, if the work- 
men and factory owners desire to see 
the country win, and are anxious to 
save the lives of men they must ac- 
celerate the output of munitions, 

Take Over War Munition Works 
this, the government 
has decided to take over the works. 
In doing this, the government pro- 
poses to Impose # limitation on the 
profits, and to ask the men to relax 
trade union restrictions and put their 
whole strength into the work,” 

Before doing this the chancellor 
suggested a complete understanding 
was desirable with the employers and 
workers. To the latter he proposed 
that, with a view to preventing a dim- 
inution in production by disputes, no 
atoppage of work by strike or lockout
